Hamilton drew a knife and cornered 
Baer. who drew his revolver. The col- 
ored man made several lunges at Baer. 
and the latter flred at Hamilton, killing 
him Instantly, 


Baer came to this city and engaged 


McDermbtt to drive to Long Island City 
and bring a "sick friend" to Bellevue 
hospital in,this bity. McDermott went 
over and the dead maa was carried out 
to the carriage.and accompanied to the 
ferry house by Baer, McNally and a man 
named Crooks. While waiting for a 
boat McDermbtt opened the carriage 
door and asked what was the trouble 
with the "sick", mam He got no satis- 
factory answer and felt the man, dis- 
covering that he was dead. He called 
a policeman aha the three men were ar- 
rested.

Gen. Gatacre's Terrible Beception May Lead 


Cape Colony Dutch to Join Boers. Guns 


More Powerful Than Expected. Six 


Hundred British Made Prisoners 


XXmdon, Dec. 11.—General Gatacre has 


been driven back from Stormberg, after 
a three hours' battle with the Boers 
General Gatacre left Putter's settlement 
by train for Molteno, and then pro- 
ceeded, by forced march, 12 miles toward 
Btormberg. fie had 4000 men, Includ- 
ing the Northumberland fusiliers, the 
Royal Irish rifles and two batteries of 
field artillery. 


The British were unmolested until the 


Boer position was reached, when a hot 
fire was unexpectedly opened upon the 
advancing column. 
The engagement 


began at 4:16 a. m. At 7 a. m., after a 
sharp artillery duel, the British retired. 
They are now marching toward Molteno. 
General Gatacre found the enemy's po- 
sition Impregnable 
It was impossibla 


for the British infantry to get at the 
Boers.

Leaving Molteno at 9 Saturday even- 


ing he made a memorable night inarch 
over the rocks and veldt. There was no 
sound except a steady tramp, and there 
were no distinguishing lights, the bright 
moon having gone down at 11*30. 


The column arrived safely within a 


couple of miles of its destination, the 
only incidents of the march being an oc- 
casional sudden call of "Bait," under the 
belief that the Boers were near. Sud- 
denly a terrific fire opened simultane- 
ously on the British front and, right 
flank. The Royal Irish rifles, 'which 
formed the advance, sought shelter be- 
hind a hill and were speedily joined by 
tBe remainder of the column. It was 
soon found, however, that this position 
also wae covered by Boer guns, which 
were more powerful than had been sup- 
posed. The troops, therefore, sought a 
safer position about half a, mile away, 
two batteries, in the meantime, engag- 
ing tha Boers and covering the troops 
in their withdrawal. 


The action now became general at lo,ng 


range, and a detachment of mounted In- 
fantry moved northward with a view 
of getting on the enemy's right flank. 
Suddenly a strong commando was seen 
moving from the north, and the Royal 
Irish rifles and the Northumberland 
regiment were sent out to meet it. 


It was soon discovered, however, that 


the Boers had machine guns well placed 
and the British were compelled to face 
a terrible fire. 


Finding it impossible to hold the posi- 


tion in the face of an enemy apparently 
superior in position, numbers and ar- 
tillery, the British retired on Molteno, 
th'e Boers fofowing up the retirement 
closely and bringing two big guns to bear 
on the retiring column. 


It Is hardly too much to regard Gen- 


eral Gatacre's repulse as the most se- 
rious defeat British arms have yet sus- 
tained in the whole campaign. 
Already 


the official advices show that two men 
were killed, nine officers and 17 men were 
wounded, and nine officers and 596 men 
are missing. 


But it is very evident that the worst 


is not yet known. 
The proportion of 


wounded and killed is so small, when 
compared with the missing—who are 
undoubtedly prisoners in the hands of 
the Boers—th^t £he supplementary list 
of casualties is awaited with seripus 
misgivings. It Is also feared that there 
were serious losses of guns and equip- 
ment. 


The mdst serious aspect of the affair 


is the effect It is likely to have on the 
Dutch In Cape Colony, who have been 
wavering as to whether to throw In their 
lot with the Bcwrs. Hosts of the north- 
ern farmers are now likely to join the 
rebellion.. The defeat is also serious 
because It will deiaj +he junction of 
General Gatacre with General French 
at Kaauw Poort. 
The plan was for 


their combined forces to relieve the 
pressure on Lord Methuen's column. 


The disclosure of such a strong force 


at Btormberg was quite unexpected 
Doubtless General Oataore was the vic- 
tim of treacherous guides. 
But the 


result points also to the abseuoa of prop- 
er cavalry scouting. 


.General Gatacre's movement may be 


te/med a reconnaisance In force. 
Its 


object was to, ascertain the strength of 
the position of the Boers, who were 
strongly entrenched along the Storm- 
berg range. He left Putters settlement 
ehqrtly after noon Saturday with a 
fighting force slightly over 4000 men. f 


The Pretoria reports of renewed fight- 


ing at Mpdder river originated from the 
fact that the British, with a team of 
it open, hauled a naval gun to the top 
of a high ridge north of Modder river 
town, Whence th'ey fired lyddite shells.

Bodies of Two Men Found In a Basin ol 


Boston Sewer System. 


Boston, Dec 11 —The attention of John 


L. Almeda, employed at the Boston 
sewer system at the pumping works on 
Moon island, Qulncy, was attracted yes- 
terday by two hats and traces of a 
struggle on the edge of a basin used as a 
receptacle for sewage matter, known as 
division 4 of the system. He Investi- 
gated and found the dead body of John 
Moynihan, a fellow workman, lying on 
the bottom of the basin, amidst the 
dregs of sewage 


About 400 feet from ti here Moynihan's 


body lay was the body of an unknown 
man. 
Almeda notified the engineer, tv ho 


stopped the engines, thus preventing the 
bodies being forced out to sea. The body 
of Moynihan rested near the middle of 
the basin, beneath where it is thought 
the death struggle took place. 


Moynihan had worked «t the island 


about three weeks. Saturday night he 
went to Boston and returned on the last 
train in company with an unknown man, 
leaving the train at Atlantic station, 
William Noble, who drives a barge for 
the accommodation of suburbanites, met 
the two men walking toward Moon isl- 
and. They bailed him and asked his 
price for taking them to the island, and 
upon being told 25 cents they declined to 
ride and continued on foot. This was the 
last time the men were seen alive,. The 
night watchman and others at the isl- 
and say ftiey heard no outcry or unusual 
noise during the night. 


One theory is that Moynihan picked up 


the stranger In Boston and persuaded 
him to go to Moon isla'nd, where employ- 
ment could be obtained; that the latter 
consented, and that an altercation took 
place on the brink of the basin, during 
which the men lost their balance and 
fell to their death. The1 fact that the 
unknown body was found some 400 feet 
from that of Moynihan is explained upon 
the supposition that he had tried to 
swim through the thick sewage. 


Medical Examiner Jones declared his 


opinion that death was caused by 
drowning. 


Moynihan was 28 years old and of per- 


fect physique. His residence is un- 
known The stranger was about 35 
years old, and weighed about 170 pounds. 


The man had evidently-done no labori- 


ous work for some time, as the muscles 
were very soft, and-beliad the appear- 
ance of a tramp. A package of food and 
a laundry check were- found in his pock- 
ets.

The Re- 
publicans are arrayed solidly for the 
bill, but many of them who have never 
befora advocated tbe gold standard 
doubtless will have to take the floor to 
explain their change of position. On 
the Democratic side some of the mem- 
bers are reported as favoring the bill, 
but there has been no canvass made as 
yet, and it remains to be seen bow many 
of them will Join tha Republicans upon 
this measure. 
Representative Over- 


street of Indiana, who will have charge 
of the bill on the floor, will make that 
opening argument in its support. 


The week does not promise to be a busy 


one in tbe senate, the indications being 
for routine business and short sessions 
inside the chamber, with much prepara- 
tion for future work in the committee 
rooms.

Senator Mason, will open the week 


with a speech on his resolution de- 
claring- the sympathy of this country 
with the Boers in their war with Great 
Britain. 
There may be other brief

on Wednesday. The committee on priv- 
ileges and elections will consider the 
contests oVer senatorial seats in a 
desultory way, but the real work on 
these will not begin until Saturday, when 
opposing counsel will be heaid in the 
Quay case.

Mpino Commander Said to 


Have Surrendered

Colonel Del Rio, who is among the re-

At 
this juncture the insurgent steamer Fil- 
ipinas, flying tile insurgent flag, started 
to leave. The Irene threw a shot across 
her bow, claiming the right to stop her, 
as Germany did not recognize the in- 
surgent flag.

When she 


returned she was flying the insurgent 
flag and was accompanied by the United 
fJtates warships Concord and Raleigh.

POISON FOR WOLVES. 


Rifle (Colo.) Cattleman Tells How 


Ranchmen 9In»t Treat Pests. 


A man sat in the office of the Colum- 


bia hotel in Denver the other night 
and toyed witi a vial of strychnine (s 
one would fumble a watch charm, says 
The Rocky Mountain News. 


"Have to have 'em," said William 


Wurts of Rifle, Colo. "Every cattle- 
man about Rifle, I might say, has a 
bottle of this poison. The g-ay wolves 
are playing havoc with c'K- heifers, 
and we must take steps to stop them. 
Whenever we find a freshly killed cow 
we promptly cut gashes In the flesh 
and insert this powder. As a bait the 
carcass does admirable work, for the 
wolves, bears or mountain lions quick- 
ly succumb after regaling themselves. 
I wouldn't touch the meat of a heifer 
after it had been killed, by a wolf. 
Even when the animal is merely 
scratched by a wolf it dies, showing 
that the wolf's teeth haye poison. 


"These wolves about Rifle weigh 


from 100 to 150 pounds each. 
Dr. 


Tisclmer is making a living for himself 
and family by simply kllbng these 
prowlers. He gets $16 for each gray 
wolf scalp and nearly that much for 
every lion or bear. He will put up at 
Piceance creek this winter. The cattle- 
men will chip in and pay him for ev- 
ery carcass he produces. They also 
give him a home and hay for his 
horses." 


Mr. Wurts has just returned from 


Omaha, where he sold three carloads 
of cattle for §4 05 per 100 pounds.

Belgian Product Sold io Have Great 


Re»i»tine Force. 


A description of a new artificial stone 


manufactured in Belgium has been 
sent to the state department at Wash- 
ington by Consul Atwell of Roubaix. 
The stone has recently been introduced 
into tbe French market and is said to 
have four times the force of resistance 
of French freestone and which has 
nearly all of the properties of Gobe- 
stang granite. 


"It has been tried in the Malines ar- 


senal," tbe consul says, "and la found 
to be insensible to the action of cold, 
absorbs only 6 to 7 per cent of water, 
even after a long dry spell, and cannot 
be crushed under a pressure of 40 kilo- 
grams (88,184 pounds) to the square 
centimeter. This artificial stone is man- 
ufactured at Uccles, near Brussels, In 
the following manner: JBlghty parts of 
extremely clean and dry coarse sand 
are mixed with 20 parts of hydraulic 
lime reduced 'to a fine, dry dust This 
mixture is put into an iron box, which 
is plunged into a boiler of water, and 
this Is hermetically closed. During 72 
hours the cooking goes on under a 
pressure of six atmospheres, tbe tem- 
perature being maintained at 165 de- 
grees. At tbe end of this time the Ironi 
box contains a perfect, homogeneous 
mass of done which rapidly bardens 
upon exposure to the air. The most 
varied colors are given to this stone, 
and its manufacture costs only 2 cents 
per cubic foot"

cian named Schroeter so fascinated 
him that he kept her letters for many 
years and declared that if it ware not 
for the existence of Anna Maria he 
would have married her. Certainly 
Mrs. 
Schroeter's letters were pleasant 


enough. "Every moment of your com- 
pany," she wrote from Buckingham 
Gate In 1792, "is more and more pre- 
cious to me now that your departure is 
so near. I feel for you the fondest and 
tenderest affection the human heart is 
capable of. I ever am, with the most 
Inviolable attachment, my dearest and 
most beloved Haydn, motet faithfully 
and most affectionately yours." 


What would the absent Fran Doc- 


torin Haydn have said had she known 
of it? The composer also got mixed up 
in a little affair with the beautiful Mrs. 
Eillington. Sir Joshua Reynolds was 
painting her portrait for him and had 
represented her as St Cecilia listen- 
ing to celestial music. "What do you 
think of the charming Billlngton'a pic- 
ture?" said the artist to Haydn when 
the ^ work was finished. "It is Indeed 
a beautiful picture," replied Haydn. 
"It is Just like her, but there is a 
strange mistake. You have painted her 
listening to tbe angels when you ought 
to have painted the angels listening to 
her." 


If Haydn paid compliments like this 


all round, we can easily understand 
how he attained such fame as a Lon- 
don society man.

NEW ENGLAND PROSPERITY 


New Wage Scale Will ,Be in Ef- 


fect Nearly Everywhere 


Fall River. Mass.. Dec. 11.—Following 


out its agreement, made when the 10 
percent advance was conceded them by 
the Manufacturers' association, the five 
secretaries of the local labor organi- 
zations, reprinting the mill opera- 
tives of this city, wll! meet a committee 
of mill men flite afternoon in the rooms 
of the Manufacturers' association, to 
discuss and consider the advisability of 
adopting a sliding scale of wages, by 
means of \vhich the wages of Pall 
River's mill help can be satisfactorily 
adjusted in the future without forcing 
either side to resort to extreme meas- 
ures. The adoption of such a scale will 
interest all New England, as manufac- 
turing cities outside base their rate of 
wages upon the schedule in force here^ 


Before a sliding scale schedule can ba 


adopted both sides will need to make 
concessions 
The members of the Tex- 


tile council contend that the price for 
weaving, when the margin between cot- 
ton and the finished products is 76 cents, 
should be 19 cents, while the manufac- 
turers say it should be but 18 cents. 
This makes a difference of ova: 5 percent 
either way, and it will take some time 
to come to an agreement on this point. 
The conference will be continued until 
a decision is reached. 


The new wage schedule, giving the 


mill employes of this city an increase m 
their wages of 10 percent, goes into effect 
today in all the mills of this city. The 
employes of the Iron Works be-gan work 
under the increased schedule a week in 
advance of the remainder of the cotton, 
mill employes. 


By New Tear's day practically the en- 


tire body of cotton mill operatives in 
New England, estimated at about 160,000, 
will have begun work under the in- 
creased wage scale. The advance of 
10 percent in the wages of New Eng- 
land's cotton operatives means an aver- 
age addition to the pay of each employ* 
of about 70 cents a week, a total increase 
of $105,000 each week and a yearly In- 
crease in wages of about 15,500,000. 


Beginning on Jan. 1,1900,26,000 woolen 


mill operatives, employed by the Ameri- 
can Woolen company in various New 
England cities, v, ill receive a 10 percent 
raise, and 5000 operatives employed by 
the Boston Duck1 company, operating 
mills in western Massachusetts, will also 
begin the new year with a similar in- 
Ci ;ase in their wages. 


The greater portion of the New Eng- 


land cotton operatives begin work un- 
der the new schedule today, over 75,000 
hands being aff ected^dlvided among the 
following cities and to*ns: Fall River, 
20,000; New Bedford, 18,000; Providence, 
Warren, Bristol, Blackstone and Paw- 
tuxet valleys, m Rhode Island, 23,000; 
Worcester and vicinity, 4000, Taunton, 
3500; Newburyport, 500, Saco, Me , 1500. 


The second group of over 60,000 mill 


employes will begin work under the 10 
percent advance one week later, Mon- 
day, Dec. 18, and includes 21,000 opera- 
tives in Lowell, 19,500 in Lawrence, 
15,000 in Manchester, N. H.; 6500 IP Lew- 
Iston, Me ; 3580 in Biddeford, Me, and 
800 employes in Amesbury, Mass, 


Between Dec. 11 and the new year, 


Suncook, N. H, with 1500 mill hands; 
Clinton and Methuen, Mass., with 2500 
and 1500, respectively, and aljput 6000 
operatives in eastern Connecticut will 
be employed at the advanced rate of 
wages. 


About 8000 mill operatives In Augusta, 


Ga., will also receive an advance in 
wages at the beginning of the new year, 
and it is believed that other operatives 
in mill cities of the south will receive an 
increase In wages by that time. 


The cotton mill operatives of New 


England are now receiving or will re- 
ceive shortly an average rate of pay 
which will equal the previous high rate 
of 1S92, -when the operatives were paid 
the highest rate of wages since the in- 
ception of the cation industry. The in- 
crease given to New England's 150,000 
cotton mill hands indirectly affects five 
times that number of people, and the 
advance promised the woolen, yarn and 
duck mill operatives will affect a similar 
proportion of New England's popula- 
tion.

"I had to heave to every time I want- 


ed to light my pipe," said the captain 
to a reporter of the New York World. 
"Whenever Jt blew, I made the cabin 
snug, locked my legs around the binna- 
cle and plunged ahead. Near by coasts 
I slept by day and sailed by night. Off 
Newfoundland and while I was in the 
cabin the noise of escaping steam 
alarmed me. As I ran on deck I broke 
my fog horn. A big steamship skinned 
past in the fog. The spray from her 
propeller was tossed over my deck." 


In 1883 Captain Blackburn 
went 


astr&y in a dory. His companion froze 
to death, and Blackburn was so badly 
frozen that surgeons had to amputate 
bis fingers, which were frozen to the 
oars.

~ WHEELER UNDER'FfRET ~" 


Interpreter on His StaJt Tells of the) 


Southern General's Bnrrery. 


George Munroe, an interpreter on 


the staff of General Joe Wheeler in tha 
Philippines, who resides near Sioux 
Falls, S. D., relates a characteristic 
Incident showing the personal bravery 
of tbe general which came under his 
personal observation, says tbe Chicago 
Inter Ocean. 


"General Wheeler," he says, "la a 


fine old fellow and a nice man to be 
around with. He is a small man, with 
gray hair and whiskers, very sharp 
features and weighs, about 120 pounds; 
but, I tell you, be is brave and not 
afraid of anything. I have to follow 
him wherever ha- goes, and sometimes 
be gets into some pretty warm places, 
but I have been lucky so far and hope 
to get through without getting hit 


"You 
may have heard that General 


Wheeler Is a brave man, but I had the 
pleasure to see him under fire; and I 
can say that the man, is simply without 
fear. At the time we left Santa Rita 
on the advance north the general, a 
lieutenant of the staff and myself were 
riding ahead of the column and were 
talking with the natives along the road, 
asking if they had seen any native sol- 
diers or guards on the road, but they 
all said 'No.' We stopped at one place 
and were possibly 200 yards ahead of 
the column and asked if they had seen 
any guards, but again they all answer- 
ed the same as before—'No.' 


"We proceeded about 50 yards far- 


ther and ran right into an outpost of 15 
natives, but as soon as they saw us 
they started across the ricefields and 
never fired a shot. I saw them when 
they were not over 100 yards from us 
and said to the general: 


" 'There are some native soldiers.' 
"The general rode ahead a few yards 


to get a better look at them; then, 
turning around, ie said to me: 
" 'It they had fired, they would have 


got all three of us.' 


"We then threw out an advance 


guard and continued on our way to 
Porac, our objective point, and about 
10 o'clock came In sight of the town. 
The troops were deployed for the at- 
tack, and the artillery came up. Then 
you could hear the bugles sound 'For- 
ward!' and then that long line moved 
forward as one man. The Filipinos 
opened fire on us. Now, this is the 
time that it takes all the nerve a man 
has got to carry him through, but our 
troops advanced over 400 yards under 
fire before they were allowed "to fire a 
shot, and then the order came to 'fire 
volleys by company.' 


"If you ever heard anything nice, ft 


is when 100 guns crack as if they were 
one. We were all In thp fight I wa» 
•pith the general, and he was all along 
the line. I have soldiered here a long 
time, but I have never seen a man more 
fearless than General Wheeler. I an 
not a soldier now, but that makes no 
difference. It is a pleasure to be in a 
battle with a man like General Wheel- 
er."

Sol- 


dtott Have Endured Graphically 


) Derarlbed In a Letter From, the 


General's Secretary—Meihcdi of the 


i Filipino Sharpshooters. 


Graphic descriptions of recent cam- 


paigning experiences In the Philippines 
are contained in a letter received at 
Washington. The writer is Raymond 
jW. Moulton, secretary to General 
Schwan. Mention has been made in 
the cablegrams of the difficulties en- 
countered by the American troops ow- 
ing to the raina and the condition of 
,the roads. Mr. Moulton's account, 
however, gives more vivid impressions 
of what the hardships really have 
been, says the St Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat. He writes: 


"We passed through Las Pinas and 


reached Bacoor at dark. 
There is 


where I expected to find the gen- 
eral, but on inquiry I learned that 
he had left during the afternoon for 
Binacayan, about three miles farther 
on, a place lately burned and attacked 
by the insurrectos. We rode on in the 
dark until we came to a point where 
the wagon train of the expedition was 
trying to cross an improvised ferry 
over the Imus river, thus securing a 
short cut to Binacayan. 


"It was a fearful Jam I got into, 


mules, caribaos, horses, wagons, mud, 
all combining to make things delight-' 
ful. In addition, all seemed to be con- 
fusion, men swearing, everybody ex- 
cited, etc. I had telegraphed that I 
was coming, so I determined to see It 
through. 


"On the morning of Oct 8 I accom- 


panied the general and his staff on a 
reconnoissance beyond Cavite Vlejo, 
Agulnaldo's native town. 
We went 


out in sight of the enemy's outpost 
Here I heard a Manser shot for the 
first time. Just before we got back to 
the town the enemy opened up in great 
shape—not the outposts alone, but 
their entire force. They were intrench- 
ed between the two roads we had Just 
been over and might have 'gobbled us 
up' at any time had they chosen. Bul- 
lets became plentiful, and as we were 
crossing a little bridge at the entrance 
to the town we were brought to a 
short halt by the hail of bullets whiz- 
zing by. In addition to this, the navjr 
opened up with their guns, but they 
misconceived the location of the ene- 
my, for the shrapnel screamed over 
our heads, and one burst right over us, 
but without doing any damage. 


"Onr troops were at once ordered to 


attack, and after about half an hour's 
fighting they drove the enemy off. 
We 


lost one man (Captain McGrath) killed 
and 12 wounded, including two officers. 
The enemy's loss was unknown, of 
course, as they carry, as far as possi- 
ble,, their dead and wounded away 
with them to keep us from knowing 
their casualties. The next day, how- 
ever, a burial party of our men inter- 
red over 20 of their dead, including a 
colonel and a captain. 


"About noon wa proceeded in pur- 


suit of the enemy toward Novelets, 
The roads were something frightful, 
but we managed by 3 o'clock to reach 
the latter town, after fighting off the 
enemy constantly, who kept up a flank 
fire from jungles and trees. We estab- 
lished our headquarters at the south 
end of the town. Later in the evening 
they commenced harassing us by firing 
at our outposts, just back of our head- 
quarters. The bullets came all around 
us, and once, while I was put in the 
yard looking about, several came right 
by my head in rapid-succession. 


"On the morning of Oct. 9 the army 


started hi the direction of Rosario. 
The roads we had to travel over were 
iworse than those of the day before, al- 
though, as we neared Rosario,: they be- 
gan to improve. 'Two miles of these 
,'roads out here are equal to ten at home 
in the States. It was 9 o'clock in the 
morning when we reached Rosario. 
Large quantities of money were- found 
in different places about the town, and 
I was directed by the general to take a 
soldier as guard and convey the money 
to the steam launch for shipment to 
Manila. 
> ' 


I "It was in such quantities that it 
took a big feed sack to hold it I was 
to turn it over to 'an officer at the 
beach, who was to have it token out to 
the launch, but when I reached the wa- 
ter there was no officer there, and I 
bad to impress a casco and take it out 
myself, leaving the guard behind to 
take care of my horse." 


Being subsequently sent with a mes- 


sage to Lieutenant Castner, who had 
i 


gone forward to reconnoiter.vMr. Moul- | 
ton again refers to the highways. He 
says: "I never in all my life saw such-a 
frightful condition of roadways. 
I 


found a native cart up to its body in 
the mire, deserted and left there until 
it could be dug out in the dry season. 
Finally my horse would go no farther, 
so I got down, almost to my hips in 
heavy mud, and tried to lead him. I 
led him about 50 yards farther, when 
he came to a complete standstill and 
absolutely refused-to budge. I left him 
standing in the road, asked a. sentinel 
to look after him and trudged off down 
the 'pike.' 1 went about1 three-quar- 
ters of a mile beyond the outposts be- 
fore I came up with Lieutenant Cast- 
ner and his men, most of whom were 
natives. Tbat three-quarters of a mile 
between the outposts and the lieuten- 
ant was insurgent country,,and I was 
expecting all the time- to'bear the pop 
of Mansers. I delivered my message 
and was about to start back when the 
enemy's outposts opened ^Bte' on us, 
and for a few minutes there was a 
warm time. On my way .back,'I picked 
Up an ugly looking bolo, which was 
sticking up in the alder of the road. I 
carried it back alKthe wa^ with me 
and put it in our wagon for safe keen- 
log. 
<: 
, 


"On Oct. 10 we were up before 5 


o'clock and ready to move at 6. The 
engineers went ahead* and cut out 
roads around places which were Im- 
passable in the regular,road, so tbat 
we were able, though with much diffi- 
culty, to 'navigate;' There was some 
little skirmishing as we approached 
the enemy. Once while we Were sur- 
reylng the situation*, dimnounted, buK 
lets suddenly commenced to rain i 


sharpshooter* wao were 
trees and' jungles. 
We dispatched 


some of our men to look after them 
and proceeded on our way. 


j 
'"There was comparatively little re- 


' Distance, as the enemy retreated in a 


southerly direction, leaving the town 
(Ban Francisco de Malabon) at our dis- 
posal. We round a number of dead 
Filipinos and one wounded. One of 
our men was wounded in this skir- 
mish. We soon established our head- 
quarters, as we Intended to spend the 
night there. After half an hour had 
elapsed we were all standing in our 
front yard talking, when sharpshoot- 
ers again opened on us, apparently at 
short range. We all sought shelter be- 
hind a uipa shack in the yard, not that 
the shack itself would protect us from 
the bullets, but because they could not 
aim at us there as readily. Our men 
soon stopped this fusillade. Shortly 
afterward we started out on a recon- 
noissance in force, following the road 
taken by the enemy toward Bueua 
Visita. ' 


"We had proceeded about a mUe and 


were quietly resting under the shade 
of a large mango tre« In a perfectly ex- 
posed position, when, without any 
warning whatever, the enemy opened 
fire on us from ambush, and before we 
realized what had occurred three of 
our men had fallen. One of them 
(Captain Geary) was killed. He was 
about 50 feet back of me when he fell 
The enemy had a trench across the 
road, about 200 yards ahead of us, con- 
cealed behind a dense bamboo thicket. 
They also fired at us from both flanks, 
also hidden by the jungle. 


"In an Instant we recovered our- 


selves and had a force of men deployed 
to meet the attack, and very soon the 
enemy were dispersed and in full re- 
treat, although they left detaining par- 
ties to annoy and harass us. This they 
did admirably. Once, when the staff 
had gone on ahead about half a mile, I 
started to overtake them. I was en- 
tirely alone. In passing a little opea 
place I heard the bark of a Mauser, 
and almost instantly something passed 
close enough to my head to convince 
me that the shot was intended for me. 
As the staff was out of sight down the 
road and I was without any company, 
I concluded to return and await the 
advance of the rest of the advance 
guard. This was only a few moments. 


"In the evening the general deter- 


mined to send all mounted troops and 
the supply train back to Manila and to 
proceed with only the infantry of the 
command. This meant that our wagon, 
in which we had brought our personal 
effects, had to return. I left at 3 o'clock 
on Oct 11 for Rosario, where I was 
to camp for the night On my way 
back my horse floundered in the mire 
and caused one of the artillery mules 
to follow his example. After much 
hard marching we reached the town. 
I camped out on the ground with the 
rest of the crowd and would have had 
a nice night's rest but for some firing 
during the i<|;h'i^whlch alarmed every 
one and which set all the dogs In the 
village to barking. 


"We reached Binacayan on Oct 12 


without further incident except that 
I took advantage of a pause in the 
march to go through Aguinaldo's resi- 
dence, the most pretentious home in 
Cavite Viejo. We had hoped to make 
Bacoor by nightfall, but, failing in 
this, determined to; camp at Imus, 16 
miles from Manila. I slept between 
my pony and that of Lieutenant Sla- 
den, which I was taking back with me. 
During the night they got to fighting, 
and I was awakened by my horse 
walkmgt>n me. I slept well neverthe- 
less."

Tarleton H. Bean, director of forestry 
and fisheries for the Paris exposition,

supplemented by the efforts of the 
lumbermen of the Unietd States.

LESSON FOR GERMAtSTT. 


Berlin to Imitate Philadelphia Com- 


mercial Haseams. 


Since the return to Berlin of the Ger- 


man delegates to the Philadelphia ex- 
position deep interest has been mani- 
fested in the plans for founding a com- 
mercial museum in Berlin upon the^ 
Philadelphia model The bureau for 
the preparation of commercial treat- 
ies, which is a private organization of 
manufacturers, held a meeting recent- 
ly and decided to draw up a plan for 
presentation to the government, ex- 
pecting to get a large appropriation. 


Herr Vosbergrekow, the bureau's 


general manager, said in the course of 
an interview the other afternoon that 
three divisions were intended—namely, 
management, collections and Informa- 
tion. The promoters will try to estab- 
lish relations with the Philadelphia 
museum. It Is estimated that the an- 
nual expense will be about 250,000 
marks. Other organizations are mov- 
ing in the same direction. The Indus- 
trial league will soon bold a meeting, 
representatives of the government at- 
tending, to deliberate regarding the es- 
tablishment of a museum. 


Herr Vosbergrekow has delivered an 


address before the Society of Berlin 
Merchants and Manufacturers upon 
the Philadelphia congress and muse- 
um, in the course of which he spoke 
with enthusiasm of American achieve- 
ments in manufacturing and in the ex- 
port trade. "The invention and organ- 
izing talent of America," he said, "will 
play an enormous role in the world's 
trade. We Germans must bestir our- 
selves In order to keep even. 
' "American manufacturers, however, 
have developed one sidedly. 
Many 


branches are neglected. But when the 
Americans once take up a new branch 
they will knock out European meth- 
ods. The Information bureau of the 
Philadelphia museum is most admira- 
ble and already exercises an influence 
upon the whole world, although only 
-founded in 1894."

gree second only to that of Washing- 
ton. More towns and poatofflces have 
been named after him than after any 
other man, even Washington himself, 
although the bestowal of the name 
Washington on the capital of tbe coun- 
try transcends, of course, any of tbe 
similar honors accorded to Franklin. 


Thirty-six places in the United States, 


in as many states and territories, bear 
tbe name of Franklin simply, and 34 
others bear names into which the word 
enters in combination, such a a Frank* 
llnton, Frankllnville, Franklin Falls, 
and so on. As against this there are 
27 Jacksons in the country, 30 Wash- 
Ingtons and 26 Jeffersons. 


Thirty-one counties bear tbe name ot 


Washington, 24 the name of Franklin, 
23 the name of Jefferson and 22 the 
name of Jackson. 


The naming of the first town for 


Franklin was regarded by him as a 
great honor. This was in 1778, during 
the Revolutionary war. The town of 
Wrentham, Mass., was divided, one 
part of it taking the name of the cele- 
brated diplomatist and philosopher. In 
recognition of the honor, Franklin pre- 
sented the new town with a bell for its 
church.—Youth's Companion.

TboBiand New Silver Dollar*. 


Superintendent Boyer of tbe United 


States mint in Philadelphia, at which1 
tbe Lafayette dollars are to be coined, 
raid recently to a representative of 
tbe New York Sun tbat, although tbe 
design and die bad been approved by 
the Lafayette memorial commission 
and tbe director of the mint, he could 
not tell when the coinage would be 
started.

BATTLE OF ELANDSLAAGTE. 


Incident* of tbe Great Ftglit With 


the Boers. 


The correspondent of the London 


Chronicle tells this little incident of 
Elandslaagte. He says: "The victory 
was ours. We had gained a stony and 
muddy little hill strewed with the bod- 
ies of dead and wounded peasants, 
clerks, lawyers and other kinds of 
men. Most were from Johannesburg. 
Nearly all spoke English like their na- 
tive language. In one corner on tbe 
slope of the hill toward their little 
camp and wagons I counted 14 dead 
together. 
In one of the tents were 


three dead men, all killed by the same 
shell, apparently while asleep. Yet I 
do not think there were more than SO 
actually killed among the rocks in all. 
It is true that darkness fell rapidly 
and the rain was blinding, but I was 
nearly' two hours on the ground mov- 
ing about 
The wounded lay very 


thick, groaning and appealing for help. 


"In coming down I nearly trod on the 


upturned white face of an old white 
bearded man. He was lying quite si- 
lent, with a kind of dignity. We asked 
who he was. He said: 'I am Kock, 
the father of Judge Kock. No, I am 
not the commandant He is the com- 
mandant.' But the old man was wrong. 
He himself bad been in command, 
though instead of fighting he had read 
tbe Bible and prayed. One bullet had 
passed through his shoulder, another 
through his groin. So he lay still and 
read no more. Near him was a boy 
with a hand Just a mixture of shreds 
and bones and blood. But he, too, was 
very quiet and only asked for a handi 
kerchief to bind it together. 
Others 


were gradually dying," Many were not 
found till daylight

Will Do Away With Stampa. 


English postal authorities are mak- 


ing experiments in an automatic letter 
mailing device which will do away 
with the old style of "stick with a lick" 
postage stamp. 
The new apparatus 


resembles a slot machine and is an 
adaptation of this idea. 
It can be 


placed on the street corners or in the 
postofflces, says the Philadelphia Rec- 
ord. By putting a penny in tbe slot 
the letter is thrust Into a slot, and, 
presto, change! a dry or ribbon stamp 
puts a stamp on the corner of the let- 
Ster, when it can be dropped into tho 
box. The machine cancels the stamp 
Iwitb the date, time of day, etc., nil at 
lone operation. There are different 
Blots for 'the different denominations 
of stamps. 
If this machine proves 


the success which its Inventor hopes, iti 
will do away with the present mu- 
dinged stamp and prove an economical; 
device for the postal service.

Candidate Wilkinson Makes 


His First Speech of 


City Campaign 


THE PROPOSED EIGHT HOUR LAW 


Will be Carried and Should be En- 


forced. City Expenses and Public 


Economy. His Qualifications (or 
Office, Enthusiastic Gathering 


A rally In ward 7 Saturday evening 


opened the republican city campaign In 
a most enthusiastic manner. 


E. S. Wilkinson made the only ad- 


dress of the evening, aside from the 
remarks of the chairman, C. W, Den- 
nett, and he was most cordially received 
by a big audience. His declarations in 
favor of the eight hour law for city 
employes and against 
ante-election 


pledges were heartily applauded. Mr. 
Wilkinson proved himself a most In- 
teresting speaker, and showed a rare 
faculty of talking, on matters which 
included a great deal of plain facts 
and statistics in a way that kept the 
audience interested. The impression 
he made by his plain presentation of 
the condition of affairs in the city at 
the present' time was shown in the 
heartiness with which three cheers for 
the next mayor, E. S. Wilkinson, were 
given at thei close. 


The rally was held In the vacant 


store in the Collins block on State 
street, and the room was crowded. The 
crowd gathered slowly at first, but 
when the meeting was once called to 
order an4 the speakinp* began, the 
crowd quickened, and by a quarter 
after 8 the room was filled, nearly 
every seat being taken and many 
standing in the rear. Cigars were 
passed and the meeting took on the 
nature of a smoke talk. 


C. W. Dennett was nominated and 


elected chairman: of the meeting, and 
made a happy introduction' of the chief 
speaker. From the nature of the cass, 
he said, thd£ is not a campaign of po- 
litical parties. It is a campaign, in 
which the great question is, what kind 
of a man do we want for mayor of 
North Adams? In the first place, we 
want aj man who will represent no 
faction of men, but who will work for 
the besiB interests of the entire city. 
Then we need a business many one 
who by training and experience is 
qualified to take charge of the affairs 
of a corporation that spends thousands 
of dollars each year. In the field we 
can find no man so well fitted for the 
position as E. S. Wilkinson, the repub- 
lican candidate. It is not so much fo.- 
the sake of Mr. Wilkinson i that we 
want him. for mayor, but for the sake 
of the city. 
,/ , 


He then introduced- Mr. Wilkinson, 


who was greeted with applause. Mr. 
Wilkinson made a long talk, and one 
that introduced almost every feature 
of the campaign, but he succeeded in 
holding the close attention of the large 
crowd from the beginning, to the end, 
"pel presented the issues clearly and 
forcefully. 


It ,s not a question of politics, he 


said, but a question of securing the 
man for the position of mayor who 
will render the best service to the city. 


"Ward 7 was my choice for the place 


in vhich to hold the first rally bf the 
campaign, because it is the home of 
the largest proportion of- workingmen, 
and I ha\e been a workingman for the 
last 40 years in North Adams. When 
I began work in the mills, 14 hours was 
the working day®. Now it is 10 hours, 
and in the near future it will come 
to be eight hours One of my last 
acts in the city council -UTS to provide 
for the putting en the city, ticket of 
the question. Shall the working- day for 
city employes be eight hours' There 
is no doubt that the city will vote 
"yes" on this question, and whoever 
is elected mayor, this measure should 


j be rigidly enforced. Tf I am elected, I 


pledge you that it shall be enforced. 


The position of mayor in this city Ig 


practically that of manager of a cor- 
poration whose annual expenditures for 
the past four years have been about 
$600,000. The position of manager is 
soon to be vacant, and I come to you 
to awply for the situation. In so doing 
it is right that I should give you a 
statement of my character and quali- 
fications, as is required in all business 
concerns when a new man is to be se- 
cured. It was 40 years ago that I came 
to this town, and for the last 30 years 
I have been connected with public af- 
fairs. For 16 years I was town treas- 
ured, then I was chairman of the audit- 
ors, when the city was organized I was 
chairman of the finance committee1, and 
for two years I was president of the 
council. 


For the last four years the expendi- 


tures of the city have been about $600,- 
000 annually, but -for the next few 
years the expenditures should be much 
smaller, probably about $400,000. All 
this money has to l>e expended under 
the direction of the 
mayor, 
whose 


power is almost supreme, greater in 
North Adams than in any other city 
of the state. 
He must approve of the 


council's action, while the council has 
little to do with the mayor's actions, 
especially In the matter of appoin- 
ments. 


I came here expecting tat meet many 


Dobson men, and to them I wish to 
say what I have to say. Since I have 
known Mr. Dobson he has been so far 
as I ctould see a perfect gentleman, but 
before he came here I knew nothing 
of him. Did he ever have control of 
$600,000 a year, with almost absolute 
decision as to blow it should be spent 
and the selection of the men who 
should spend it? I have learned the 
needs of the city by experience In con- 
nection with the affairs of the flown 
and city. 


Mr. Wilkinson'then took up the ex- 


penditures of the laat four years for 
public improvements, outlining briefly 
the wiork accomplished In the depart- 
ments of sewers, water, schools and 
paving. He showed how each was ab- 
solutely needed to make the city what 
It ought to be as a, place of residence 
and to attract outside enterprise, and 
how in the one department which alone 
might be considered a possible luxury, 
the paving, what had been done had 
cost the residents, aside from the ab- 
buttors, a very small proportion of 
the amount expended.* He referred to 
the city hall as the "city barn," saying 
that while we needed a new city hall 
we did not want It till the more neces- 
sary mattero had been attended to and 


I paid for. 
I 
The question now I* a* to whether 


j the improvements ought 'to yo on? Sub; 
j stantlally, he said, they are done for 


the present, although not entirely. 
There are still some things- needed, but 
the great bulk of work IB completed.. 


We are now paying taxes that ar£ 


rather high, but we are enjoying the 
good that baa been accomplished with 
the money spent And if any nun 
says, "If you will elect me mayor, your 
taxes will be less," he is fooling you. 
I can't do it No one can do it, unless 
he refuses to do anything on the high- 
way, 
or impairs the efficiency of the 


schools, or starves the paupers, or In 
other ways makes the city a disgrace 
and a shame to those of us who live 
in it 
If he does this, he may make 


taxes less, but the city does not wish to 
see this done. We have taken high 
rank among1 the cities of the state, and 
have made for ourselves a home of 
which we may be proud, and we dio not 
wish to lessen the pride we may take 
in it 


In my service for the town and city 


I have found the keenest pleasure. I 
do not want the position of mayor now 
for what I can get out of it; but to 
round out my period of service in and 
for North Adams. And I shall strive 
to put the beat I can into the office My 
chie-f reward in service will bs in hav- 
ing the worda "well done" said of me 
when I have done what I could as 
mayor. And I assure you now that m 
this campaign I shall make no com- 
paign pledges to any man. 


I do not intend to insult yiour Intel- 


ligence by styling myself for campaign 
uses the "poor man's friend," But I 
have had many opportunities in my 
business connections to do what I could 
for many men, and all I ask of you is 
to ask the people who have known me 
longest what kind of a man I have 
been. If I have not done what I could 
to help any honest man who came to 
me, I do not ask your votes. 


At the close of Mr. Wilkinson's talk 


Mr. Dennett made a few remarks in a 
humorous way, and then called for 
three cheers for Mr. Wilkinson, which 
were given with a will.

ANTI-TRUST BILL 


Introduced in Congress by Western 


Massachusetts Man 


An anti-trust bill has been intro- 


duced in the house of representatives 
by Mr. Gillett of Massachusetts pro- 
viding that any property owned or 
manufactured by a trust, in course of 
transportation, shall be forfeiteed to 
the United States. 


Every person knowingly providing 


for such transportation shall be liable 
to a fine not to exceed $20,000, or im- 
prisonment not execeeding five years 
or both.
